NEW YORK DEMOCRATS ROW IN 
STATE CONVENTION. 


Nebraskan's Supporters Likely to 
Lose Contest for Instructed Dele- 
gates to Which Murphy-Cennors 
Combination Is Opposed—First Day 
Session Ends in Turmoil.

NEW YORK, April 14.—Sharp po- 
litical skirmish fire during the first

The 
Committee on Delegates-at-Large and 
Blectors had a brief session after the 
adjournment of the convention, and 
then adjourned to hold another meet- 
ing tomorrow. The delegates-at-large 
tentatively selected are W. J. Connors, 
Cc.

While the opening of the convention 
was delayed for nearly two hours un- 
til a modification could be secured of 
the court order obtained by Senator 
McCarren to prevent his delegates from 
being unseated, there was no delay in 
the expedition of business once the 
convention was called to order.

He had been suspended and the judges 
would not reinstate him on account of 
Helen Griffin. 

When he spoke of the children, Helen 
Griffin remarked, indifferently, that 
she expected to be their mother some 
day; that she intended to keep De 
Arman. 

He said that Mrs. De Arman was in 
an abnormal condition just before the 
shooting. He was asked why he knew 
this, and answered sagely: “Oh, I can 
tell "em just as I know when a horse 
isn't in condition—by their eyes.”

Mrs. Parisian believed and came, 
though her mother, who is quite wetl- 
to-do and lives in Breoklyn, smiled 
scornfully. The little wife sold her 
household belongings to pay her fare 
to California. 

Parisian met his wife at the station, 

and seemed overjoyed to see her and 
the baby. He installed them at the 
Grand View apartment-house. and 
| again there was a brief period of hap- 
'piness. This was three weeks ago. 
. Within a week, Parisian again be- 
gan to neglect his wife. Although he 
earned $30 a week, it fs asserted he 
did not give her enough money to buy 
food for herself and child. Twice the 
despairing wife Was compelled to wire 
her mother for funds. 

A week ago last Thursday, Parisian 
told his wife he had given up his job 
at Hollywood. Later in the day he 
announced that he was going to San 
Diego to take a new position. He gave 
his wife $2, and told her he would send 
more money the following Saturday, 
or return for her. He left,her in tears. 

A whole week passed, and another 
Saturday came and went without a4 
word. » Hittle wife was long since 
out of funds, so she her dishes 
to get money to buy food. Her room 
rent was due, and she could not pay. 
She discovered in various ways that 
he had deceived her. She wired her 
mother for money to return home, and 
yesterday received a first-class ticket 
to New York.

on his stock of goods; the bare land is to pay all 
the taxes. 

“Well, but this is a novelty never heard of be- 
fore; it marks movement in political affairs.” That 


' is true, and therefore it goes! Nothing goes like 


movement, 

Here is the philosophy: “When Los Angeles had 
100 inhabitants corner lots in the city center were 
worth $25; when there were 5000 inhabitants, the 
lots were worth $100; and with 300,000 people these 
lots are worth $Go00 a foot. The value comes from 
the community growth and belongs to the com- 
munity.” 

No, it does not belong to the community; but 
let us waive that. Unless this increase in value 
comes to land only by imcrcase in population the 
logic is not otherwise good. The value of land is 
not the only value that increases as population 
grows. In old days, when the city was small and 
population scant, when corner lots were worth $50 
each, you could buy a good horse for $10 and a 
fat sheep for $1. Farmers could not get over $3 a 
ton for hay in harvest time nor over 50 cents a 100 
pounds for grain. Oranges were cheap as potatoes, 
and grapes could not be sold at ait. :

anges pay interest on land that costs $1000 an acre, 
and railroad shares-ge above per because popula- 
tion has enabled the road to pay dividerids. Should 
the owners of horses and sheep and shares give 
their gains to the community? 

But all that will not impress the Webfeet. They

Consequent- 
ly a large portion of our common country may be 
said to hibernate from about the first of October 
until the first of May. But this year the people 
back yonder woke a little earlier than usual and 
determined to try/a few games before the trees 
began to leaf. | 

We certainly rejoice to know that the race is 
on again, for it is only with the opening of the 
ball season that the nation can be truly said to be 
awake all over. Congress may be in session, inter- 
national marriages and scandals may be in full 
blast, politics may be red hot, but the country is 
really dead until the umpire steps up to the home 
plate and says, “Play ball!” | 

It would be worth while to be back there now 
in the old places to see the peaked and winter- 
bleached fans coming out of their cocoons to climb 
the bleachers and the grand stands. For long 
weary months they have hugged the stoves and 
held down the cracker barrels in the viliage gro- 
ceries talking of nothing on earth but last year's 
scores. They have longed for spring as the hart 
pants for water. As edrly as Washington's Birth- 
day they begin to look out in the mornings to see 
whether the icicles have started to melt on the 
eaves of the barns. They start with excitement 


| whenever anything sounds like the pipe of a robin. 


They toss through the bitter nights and dream they 
see a blucbird’s wing. Aud thus it goes on one 
weary week after another until at last the umpire 
comes to town. Then all is life and joy again. The 
frogs croak in the swamps, the organ-grinder tears 
off a tune under the twilight windows, and the 
pussy willows put on a few fuzzes along the creeks. 
Finally the spring jumps out of winter's lap, Casey 
makes a two-bagger or a home run—and once more, 
from sea to sea, the nation is awake. 


NOTABLE CONVERT. 

Day before yesterday was remarkable in 
Southern California for the victories secured by 
the anti-saloon forces, but the most notable con- 


vert to dryness was obtained on the Atlantic side. | 


Mark Twain, after bitter personal experience, came 
out, dripping. as an anti-wet. The great humorist 
was forcibly baptized and declines to see anything 
funny about it. 

Twain essayed a trick which even his innocent 
abroad would have been wiser than to try. He de- 
cided to go for a constitutional on the deck of the 
steamer which was bringing him from Bermuda to 
New York while the wind was hurrying around at 
a sixty-mile gait. 

Now there's only one thing on earth, or at sea 
for that matter, which would tempt a man, even a 
humorist, to periorm a silly deed like that, and 
that is a female, of course. Unfortunate man never 
has lost his willingness to make forty kinds of a 
fool of himseli over some girl who probably can't 
tell the difference between a rea! joke and a chest- 
nut. 

Mark, the dispatches tell us, had given a certain 
Miss Dorothy his “protecting arm” when he 
started gaily on the promenade that had so dismal 
an ending. Now if the humorist’s mind had not 
been so*taken up with the girl he might have had 
time to recall his ancient history lessons, which 
surely warned him that all Dorothys, from the ja- 
mous one of Haddon Hall down to date, have al- 
ways had power to lure men to their feet. The 
apostie of fun fell at the feet of this Dorothy when 


he lost his own feet. By the time he had regained 


40,000,000 bushels of wheat this crop year. 


his pedal extremities he had swallowed salt water 
to the extreme, or rather to both extremes. 
Meanwhile the great comber, which completely 
disgusted Mark Twain with everything wet, swept 
his companion into the scuppers.

AST AND WEST. 

Two dispatches of Tuesday morning set out 
in clear light the general difference that marks 
business at the East and here on the Coast. 

The States of Oregon and Washington have sold 
The 
cereal crops of the Northwest amounted to 80,000,- 
ooo. These were worth to the farmer about 
$50,000,000. 

The other dispatch bore a Boston date line and 
told of a to per cent. cut in wages in the cotton 
factories of New England, affecting 153,500 hands. 

California has been as fortunate as her neighbors 


to the north in disposing of good crops of wheat 


and barley. The deciduous fruit crop of the State 
sold well last summer and fall, and the southern 
end of the State is midway in the business of sell- 
ing the largest citrus fruit crop ever raised and the 
prices are good. 

The output of oil is much increased over last 
year, and prices are on a good paying basis. The 
current year will put. the oil production up close 
to 40,000,000 barrels, which, with 30,og0 cars of or- 
anges and lemons, will make a great addition to 


the wealth of Southern California. 


There never was known in the Southwest so great 
activity in mining and so rich an output of the 
precious metals. 

The hard times are affecting the great manu- 
facturing centers of the East very severely, but 
are not touching the agricultural regions of the 
Middle or of the Far West. Exports of food stuffs 
and oil are bringing producers from abroad about 
$20,000,000 a week. | 

These facts certainly point to an early revival of 
business in all branches. The depression has al- 
ready passed in the agricultural and mining sec- 
tions, withoat leaving any serious traces. The 
wealth coming out of the ground will create a 
demand for mill products and soon set eastern’ in- 
dustries on their feet again. 

The severest business strain the country has 
ever felt promises to be the shortest in duration. 


HE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 
Mr. Bryan must be frightened. For a self- 
effacing patriot who would not accept the Presi- 
dential nomination unless it were offered to him, 
it looks as if he fears the offer may not be made. 
In the selfi-denying mood of the gentleman from 
Nebraska, that would prevent his accepting what 
was out of his reach. As he sees the prize slip out 
of reach, he makes a jab with his boat-hook to 
pull the nomination to a littl more convenient 
distance. 
Andrew Jackson, the real father of Democracy, 
had a stormy life in politics. It was in his second 


race for the White House that the two-thirds rule 


was imposed on the party delegates in naming a 
Presidential candidate. “Old Hickory” managed 
to corral the two-to-one vote, and that has been 
the rule ever since. It has been regarded by the 
party as a veritable Gibraltar of strength during 
ali these long years. To get two-thirds of the dele- 
gates has seemed to be a policy sure to secure a 
united party at the back of the winner. In early 
days the party success in so many campaigns was 
said to be greatly due to this rule. 

To be sure, later experience has not been so 
greatly in favor of this policy. In the crucial year, 
1860, in the impossibility of securing two-thirds of 
the votes in the convention at Charleston, S. C., 
the two wings met later scparately, put two tickets 
in the field, and thus made sure the election of the 
immortal Lincoln. Had the majority rule been fol-
